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City to decide location of 
last homeless agencies

The only vote taken by the Elba 
City Council Monday night was to 
approve the minutes of the previous 
meeting, however planning they 
made mean there will be a lot of de- 
ciding and voting at the next meet- 
ing. 

The council will here a report by 
Elba Mayor Fred Moore on the city 
streets which need resurfacing and 
the estimated cost of the work. 
Moore will also furnish the council 
members with details of the amount 
of tax money set aside exclusively 
for street repairs. 

Moore said Monday that some 
spot repair work done earlier has al- 
ready had to be redone. He recalled 
one case of a 5 X 5 foot sinkhole at 
the intersection of Forest Street and 
Brookdale Ave. after resurfacing had 
been done to repair flood damage. 
However the unknown conditions of 
storm sewers etc, indicate that peo- 
ple knowledgeable in the matter 
were right in cautioning city officials 
to wail as long as possible before un- 
dertaking street repairs. 

Another item to hopefully be set- 
tled at the next meeting is just where 
to locate the senior citizens building, 
rescue squad and library. Moore re- 
ported he had received a letter ask- 
ing if the city intended to use state 
and federal funds allocated for the 
work. 

Council members have expressed 
several different ideas on their pref- 
erences on particular buildings, but 
none have yet presented a plan 
which would set a definite site for all 
three facilities, especially a plan that 
would be acceptable to all those 
who manage and those who use the 
facilities. 4

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Coffee County Jail to be named in honor of Tillman and Grantham

A large crowd was on hand at the 
beginning of Monday's commission 
meeting, but it quickly became 
smaller after the bids on a county 
front end loader were opened. 

The commission, in its last meet- 
ing, gave the highway department 
permission to sell the loader which 
was purchased less than one year 
ago to be used in flood related road 
repairs. 

Bids on the piece of equipment 
were received from 14 different 
companies and they ranged from a 


low af $75,000 to a high of 
$117,750. County Engineer Mark 
Pool noted that the county paid 
$131,000 for the loader when it was 
bought new. 

Kuhan Equipment Sales of Frank- 
lin, Georgia was the high bidder and 
the commission voted to sell the 
loader to them. 

After dispensing with the bid 
opening, the commission swept 
through the remainder of its agenda 
rather speedily. 

Upon a recommendation by Com- 
missioner Jim Dubose, the commis- 
sion agreed to naming the new jail 
facility in honor of former Sheriff H. 


D, Tillman, who served Coffee 
County as sheriff for many, many 
years and also, in honor of the late 
Sheriff C. F. "Neil" Grantham, who 
had just begun serving his second 
term as sheriff when he was killed. 
Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Bums appeared before the commis- 
sioners conceming the permanent 
records of his office. He requested 
that these records be microfilmed in 
order to preserve them for the future. 
The commission related to Burns 
that they are already checking with 
state and federal agencies on obtain- 
ing funds to accomplish this impor- 
tant task for his office records as 


well as those in the probate office. 

Jim Ormes with Honeywell Mu- 
nicipal Services asked for and re- 
ceived permission from the commis- 
sion to conduct a energy survey on 
county owned buildings. There is no 
charge for this service. 

Ormes told the commissioners 
that if after the survey, ways were 
found by which the county could 
save money in its energy bills, they 
would be given a written guarantee 
to that affect. At that time, they 
(Honeywell) would be paid for their 
services and if the guaranteed sav- 


ings were not obtained, the county. 


would be reimbursed the difference.

Elba's new school is official - ground is broken

Last Thursday afternoon under 
overcast skies, national, state, 
county, and city officials gathered on 
the construction site of Elba’s new 
school complex to ‘officially’ break 
ground, 

Superintendent of Elba City 
Schools Charles Pearce, who served 
as master of ceremonies for the occa- 
sion, welcomed the out-of-town 
guests and Elba citizens attending 
the ground breaking ceremony, 

Also in attendance were students 
and faculty members of Elba City 
Schools whom Superintendent 
Pearce, during his remarks, com- 
mended for their endurance and de- 
termination to make the best of a bad 


situation during the past twelve 
months. 
Superintendent Pearce recalled 


how, after missing only five school 
days, the Elba schools were back in 
operation after the March '90 flood 
destroyed the school's facilities in 
downtown Elba. True, they were 
holding classes in tents, makeshift 
classrooms in airplane hangers and 
the local National Guard Armory, 
but they were holding classes! 

He commented that during the 
past year, the school’s facilities have 
transformed from makeshift class- 
rooms into specially designed porta- 
ble classrooms, and today's ceremo- 
ny marks the beginning of 
construction of a multi-million dollar 
school complex 

The local school board was com 


la 


mended by Pearce for not only their 
efforts in seeing that the young peo- 
ple of Elba continued to receive a 
quality education under adverse con- 
ditions, but they began immediately 
to take action to bring about the 
events of today - a completely new 
school system for grades K thru 12. 

Peace stated thal many, many of- 
ficials as well as individuals worked 
long hours to make the construction 
of this new school system possible. 

He said, “Elba's School Board has 
made more big decisions in the last 
twelve months than most boards in 
America make in twelve years.” 

Pearce introduced to those gath- 
ered Mr. Bill Armistead who attend- 
ed the ground breaking ceremonies 
on behalf of Gov. Guy Hunt who 
was unable to attend, 

Armistead read a letter from Gov. 
Hunt in which he commended Rep- 
resentative Jimmy Holley and State 
Senator E, C."Crum" Foshee for 
their work in getting a $16 million 
bond issue passed through the legis- 
lature which made the construction 
of Elba's new school system possi- 
ble. 

The governor also noted that Rep, 
Holley and Sen, Foshee were instru- 
mental in getting a $20 million bond 
issue passed to fund the repair of 
area streets, highways, and bridges 
damaged by the March '90 flood. 

In the Governor's letter, he com- 
mended the people of Elba by writ- 
ing, “The adversity you have expen- 
enced has made you stronger and 
more determined to obtain the full 
potential, not only in the education 


of our children, but also in the eco- 
nomic stability of your community. 
May God's richest blessings be upon 
you as you continue to rebuild and 
plan for the future.” 

Superintendent Pearce, in closing, 
made a special effort to recognize 
the Classes of '91 and '92 whose 
members will not have the privilege 
to attend classes and graduate rom 
the pew facility, He commended 


them for their attitude, co-operation, 


and determination. 

He said, “‘T'll assure you that both 
of your classes, the sacrifices that 
you're making - maybe a little more 
than others - will not be forgotten.” 

Pearce asked that the presidents 
of both classes, '90 & '91, join in the 
ground breaking ceremony, 

Immediately following the 
‘speech making’, officials took shov- 
els in-hand and proceeded to break 
ground.

He stated that an Energy Manage- 
ment System recently implemented 
by his company in Marengo County 
had produced an annual savings of 
$17,000 in the cost of utility services 
for that county.

Mrs, Joan Laird who is with the 
local MADD (Mothers Against 
Drunk Drivers) organization came 
before the commission requesting 
that provisions be made in the new 
county jail for housing dunks. Com- 
mission Chairman Billy Eagerton 
told Mrs. Laird that these provisions 
are being mate. 

She also requested that a ‘padded 
cell’ be installed in the jail facility to 
house an individual who might en- 
danger his or her life were they 
placed in a conventional cell. The 
commission stated that this was be- 


ing looked into at the present time. 

State Probation and Parole Offi- 
cer Sarah Smith appeared before the 
commission with a proposal for the 
relocation of her offices. She made a 
formal request that she be allowed to 
move into those offices presently oc- 
cupied by the sheriff's department in 
the Elba Courthouse. 

A need for more space and priva- 
cy was noted by Mrs. Smith as rea- 
sons for her request. 

After a short discussion, the com- 
mission voted to grant Mrs, Smith's 
request and allow the move as soon 
as the offices are vacated by the Cof- 
fee County Sheriffs Department. 
They will be occupying space in the 
new county jail complex presendly 
under construction in New Brockton. 

It was noted during the discussion 
that the Probate Judge's office had

Ronnie Vaughan injured in 


farm accident

Last Friday morning at approxi- 
mately 10 a.m., Ronnie Vaughan 
was seriously injured while working 
with livestock on a farm near Hart- 
ford, Alabama.

Allona Vaughan, Ronnie's wife, 
told this reporter Monday evening 
that Ronnie was home and doing real 
good under the circumstances. 

She said, “We're just thankful 
that he (Ronnie) was not hurt any 
worse than he was.” 

According to reports, inches ei- 
ther way and the lick Vaughan re- 
ceived could have been fatal. The 
force of the blow knocked Vaughan 
4 feet, but he remained conscious, 
He was able to tell those with him to 
which hospital he wished to be taken 
for medical treaument.

The Elba school system is spending a lot of money replacing buildings, 
equipment and supplies lost in the flood of last March. Recently they 
opened bids on some $25,000 in new computers and later more on com 
puter printers. We had personally hoped they would buy name-brand 
equipment, but they thought otherwise. Opinions vary widely on this, and 
we are not smart enough to say absolutely but contend the long range cost 
would be less with the name brand equipment. However our real problem 
is that the bid opening is not being done by the school board or at least in 
the superintendent's office, This led to an error last week by people not 
well versed on the Alabama bid law. The law spells out (in 41-16-54) that 
‘all bids.... shall be opened in public at the hour stated in the notice...” 
This wasn't done last week. That same section of the law allows purchas- 
es Of less than $5,000 to be done without sealed bids, but forbids dividing 
the purchase into parts to avoid the requirements of the law. It would he 
easy to show that computers and printers are necessary components of a 
system, so the less than $5,000 would not apply, even if the announced 
opening had not been advertised for a day later than actually done. We 
don't believe the outcome of the opening would have been any different if 
opened at the advertised time, so are not pointing an accusing finger of 
wrongdoing, but the law is the law, We need to abide by it or get it 
changed. Violation of the state bid law is a felony. The same law requires 
bid bonds for bids over $10,000, but this wasn't required either. To insure 
compliance with the law, if for no other reason, we would strongly suggest 
bids be opened and let by the superintendent's office or even better, by the 
school board. That, is fact, in the eyes of this country boy, is what another 
section of the same law seems to be requiring. With millions of dollars yet 
to be spent by the schools, let's urge them to do it right, morally and legal- 
ly.

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ALCOHOLISM IS A FAMILY DISEASE

Alcoholism was targeted in the 1950's by the Ameri 
can Medical Association as a disease. This was done be- 
cause the process of alcoholism is a definable and pre- 
dictable in its illness and recovery. 

It has also become apparent that it not only effects the 
alcoholic, but also their family, loved ones and friends as 
well. There are at least 15 million people who are alco- 
holics in America today. With the average of a family of 
four, this means that at least 60 million people are affect- 
ed by the disease of alcoholism. This places great stress 
on the family, creates unhealthy family relationships and 
symptoms of the illness appear in the family members as 
well 

So what does a family do to survive and recover from 
this family disease? There are four major steps the fami- 
ly must take, (13 The family must realize that there is a 
problem. The family must realize that there is hope. 
There is a special process of recovery for the family. To 
get this process started they must: (2) learn about alco- 
holism. They need to learn about the disease; its effects 
on the mind and the body. (3) the family must learn 
about family roles. Often the things the family members 
do to help the alcoholic actually can contribute to the 
problem. And (4) the family must seek help to gain sup- 
port and guidance. ; 

In learning about alcoholism, the family must realize it 
is not a character weakness. Recent studies show that 
there is a physiological response by the brain and other 
body organs when alcohol is ingested. The family must 
learn that the disease is a primary illness - the alcoholism 
causes the problems and must be treated first. Alcohol- 
ism is a progressive illness - it is long- term and perma- 
nent. The family must realize it is a fatal illness - unless 
it is arrested it leads to death. The positive side of the ill- 
ness is that it is a treatable illness - if an alcoholic seeks 
help and treatment. If help is not sought only one out of 
ten can be treated and live a life of recovery. 

With alcoholism we see that at first the person tries al- 
cohol and finds that it helps them relax or cope with 
Stress, Then as they drink more, tolerance develops and it 
takes more to get the same effect. As the dependency 
grows we see repeated use to avoid facing problems, 
they withdraw from people and other interests. Later we 
see attempts to control the drinking and periods of absti- 
nence. They deny that the alcohol is causing any prob- 
lems with their family, health or job. In the advanced 
Stage we see a loss of control over the substance, inabili- 
ty to cope with responsibility, fears and impaired think- 
ing. 

The physical effects of alcohol are very important to 
know. Alcohol isa poison to the body and its vital or- 
gans. It kills cells. The earliest effect is on the brain. Al- 


cohol is a depressant: it dulls thinking, perception, coor- 
dination and causes loss of memory. With continued 
drinking it destroys the brain, liver, pancreas and heart. 
The eventual outcome is death. If a person stops drinking 


they can stop the destruction and with time the body 
works to repair some of the damage. 

The psychological effects can be many but it usually 
includes the following: denying that there are any prob- 
lems because of drinking, blaming others or circumstanc- 
es for their drinking, guilt, manipulation and impaired 
judgment. 

How does all this effect the family? The family mem- 
bers are effected individually and as a family as a whole. 
Emotions become strained and relationships are un- 
healthy. The family's focus - like the alcoholic's - is on 
the alcohol and the drinking. 

The family works hard to appear normal but the fami- 
ly members are affected by some or all of the following 
characteristics: the members become suspicious of the 
actions of the alcoholic, There are feelings of insecurity

due to the alcoholic's neglect of the family's physical ana 
emotional needs. Often the family members feel the bur- 
den of guilt and blame themselves for the alcoholic’s 
drinking. Fear devastates the family - there is the fear of 
the moods, irritability, anger and even violence of the al- 
coholic. When an alcoholic doesn't keep promises to the 
family they often feel disappointment and bitterness. 
Many times the family members are embarrassed over 
the alcoholic's action or feel resentment about the alco- 
holic's demands of them. But the worse may be the isola- 
tion the family feels due to the code of silence about the 
alcoholic's drinking and the family can’t communicate 
with each other to get relief or help. ' 

With all these feelings developing, the family begins 
to take on specific roles. The family does this without 
even realizing it. The reason is usually to help reduce the 
pain or out of love for the alcoholic. The roles here are 
general and other names can be used. It is important to 
remember that family members can take on one or any 
combinations of the roles. The first role is the Rescuer 
who “rescues” the alcoholic from facing the conse- 
quences of their drinking. They may call work for him or 
her, offer excuses and bail the person out of trouble. The 
second role is the Caretaker who “take care” of them or 
of things so that the alcoholic doesn't need to take on 
life's responsibilities. The third role is the Rebel who 
draws the attention off the alcoholic and onto themself 
through misbehaving or, poor school behavior or delin- 
quency. The fourth role is the Hero who also tries to 
draw the attention off the alcoholic with behavior that is 
almost “too good to be true”. Often they secretly hope 
this great behavior will help the alcoholic to stop drink- 
ing. The fifth role is the Blamer who “blames” all the 
family problems on the alcoholic. The sixth role is the 
Adjuster - sometimes called the “Lost Child” who 
works hard to avoid the pain by withdrawing, becoming 
passive or apathetic. While these roles are meant to help 
the alcoholic stop drinking they often do the exact oppo- 
site and help the alcoholic keep drinking. So what does 
the family do now? The family must allow the alcoholic 
to face the consequences of their drinking. When we 
don't allow this we become Enablers - we “enable” the 
alcoholic to keep drinking. The family must begin to re- 
focus their lives. Their focus must change from the alco- 
hol to taking care of some of their own needs. Most im- 
portantly the family must get help. 

Help is found at All-Anon and Alateen.. There is help 
for Adult Children of Alcoholics (ACOA's). There is 
help through individual counseling or group therapy, and 
there is help through the.church of your choice. Getting 
the right help, provides new hope of recovery for the 
family disease of alcoholism as well as for the alcoholic. 
Remember the road to recovery takes time, work and 
love but it brings renewed health to the whole family.

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Peanut Seed Quality Very Important

PEANUT SEED QUALITY 

A big question for peanut farmers 
this year concerns seed quality. I 
think it is a must that you have a ger- 
mination test on the peanuts you 
plant. This can help you determine 
the number of seed to plant. Also, a 
vigor test would be of great help. 
Some seed can germinate but the 
vigor is short, and therefore cannot 
take the stress that a good, healthy, 
high vigor seed could, Some of the 
seed germinations gave been coming 
back in the 20 to 40 percent range. 
These peanuts would just not be suit- 
able to plant at all. 

Another question that comes up 
is, ‘ What about fungicide treat- 
ments?” the seed should be treated 
with one of the recommended fungi- 
cide blends, but seed treatment will 
not increase the quality of the seed. 
They are put there only to maintain 
the quality already there. Applica- 
tion of fungicides in the row at plant- 
ing will probably not help much be- 
cause these fungicides usually 
control very few disease-causing or- 
ganisms. So you need to start with 
the best seed you can get at this time 
so that you can get up a good stand 
of peanuts, Some of the important 
things are to make sure your seedbed 
is prepared, your preplant herbicides 
have been applied correctly and in 
the right amount, wait until the 
ground warms up, and that you have 
good moisture so the seed can have 
the most ideal conditions to come 
up. 

Here are six steps I would recom- 
mend to help develop and keep a 
good stand of peanuts. 

1, If you can, determine both seed 
germination and vigor. Adjust the 
seeding rate to the germination of a 
particular seed lot. 

2.Plant lesser quality seed under 
the best conditions for rapid germi- 
nation and emergence. 

3. Follow recommended planting 
dates and soil conditions. 


4. Planting depth varies with soil. 


type and moisture. Plant seed two 
inches deep on heavier soils. On 
sandy soils, plant two and one-half 
inches deep. If moisture is limited 
and irrigation is available, always ir- 
rigate before planting. As soil be- 
comes dry and soil temperatures in- 
crease, plant seed slightly deeper. 

5. Follow recommendations and 
rates for soil-incorporated pesticides. 

6. Try not to plant immediately 
before a cool rain. It will slow ger- 
mination and encourage disease.

RED TIPS 

1990 was a terrible year on red 
tips. It was just right for a lot of fun- 
gus to grow. Therefore, the red tips 
had a lot of leaf problems, many 
have shed the leaves and look terri-

It has been a very popular screcn- 
ing plant for many years, It is a fast 
growing plant and creates a screen in 
a hurry. Now it has developed this 
leafspot problem, and a lot of people 
are taking a second look at it. 

It | was planning to put out a 
screening plant, I would not choose 
red tips because of the tag we prob- 
lem. We have some other plants that 
you can substitute for red tips that do 
not have the problems of fungus. 
These plants are (1) Leland Cypress, 
(2) Southern Wax Myrtle, (3) Alle- 
gheny Vibumum, (4) Japanese Cley- 
era and (5) Hollies. Select hollies 
that grow taller, They do not grow as 
fast as red tips, but this might be 
good because sometimes the red tips 
grow so fast you have to prune faster 
than you really wanted to, So there 
are other choices than red tips. If you 
would like more information, give us 
a call at the county Extension office.

FmHA Has A New 
Interest Program 


The Farmers Home Administra- 
tion is launching a new program to 
help local farmers obtain credit from 
local lenders, according to Dale N. 
Richey, FmHA State Director for Al- 
abama. Known as the Interest Assis- 
tance, Program, it provides strong in- 
centives for commercial lenders to 
make loans to farmers who other- 
wise would not qualify. 

Under the new program, FmHA 
will pay up to 4 percentage points of 
interest for farmers to help them 
qualify for FmHA guaranteed loans. 
“If a creditworthy farmer can't cash 
flow with a guarantee bank loan at 
regular interest rates, we can pay 
part of that interest for him until he 
can,” Richey said. 

The percentage of interest FmHA 
will pay.depends on the financial 
condition of the farmer. FmHA will 
pay only the number of points neces- 
sary to help the farmer cash flow 
with a small reserve. 

An FmHA guaranteed loan is 
made by bank, PCA, or other lender 
with an agreement from FmHA that 
if the loan goes bad, FmHA will 
compensate the lender for up to 90 
percent of its loss. “That guarantee 
plus the new interest assistance,” Ri- 
chey said, "should greatly increase 
availability of farm credit through 
the private sector.” 

“The program, made law in late 
1990, was put on a fast track, so as 
to assist farmers in time for the 1991 
planting season,” Richey added. 

According to Richey, the level of 
interest assistance will be adjusted 
each year, based on a review of the 
borrower's need for continued assis- 
tance. In addition, a borrower must 
be able to project a positive cash 
flow, including a 10 percent debt- 
service reserve to qualify for assis- 
tance. This is the same rule for guar- 
anteed farm loans not receiving in- 
terest assistance.
